FLUORIDATION 

In  July  a circular  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health 
drew  the  attention  of  local  authorities  to  a further 
report  on  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies > and 
additional  evidence  of  the  efficacy  and  safety  of  this 
measure  in  the  prevention  of  dental  decay. 

Hie  Health  Committee  considered  this  circular  and 
resolved  to  inform  the  East  Riding  County  Council  that 
this  Authority  is  still  in  favour  of  the  fluoridation  of 
the  water  supply  in  this  district. 


SCABIES 


During  the  year  there  was  evidence  that  this  skin 
infestation  was  becoming  more  prevalent  in  the  district. 
Although  not  a notifiable  disease  some  53  cases  came  to 
the  notice  of  the  Department.  In  all  cases  a health 
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visitor  subsequently  railed  to  offer  help  and  advice,  in 
conjunction  with  the  family  doctor,  in  order  that  the 
infestation  could  be  eradicated  from  the  family. 

FOOD  POISONING  GERMS  IN  CHICKEN  GIBLETS 

An  investigation  was  carried  out  into  the  incidence 
of  the  sal monel lae  type  of  food  poisoning  germs  in  frozen 
giblets.  This  was  prompted  following  a food  poisoning 
outbreak  in  a residential  institution  in  the  district. 

Out  of  151  samples,  58  necks  and  36  livers  were 
found  to  be  infected  with  a variety  of  salmoneliae 
These  findings  wer  e subsequently  published  and  are  referred 
to  in  more  details  on  Page  26 

PREMISES 

In  July  the  Health  Department  moved  out  of  (ramped 
and  overcrowded  offices  in  Anlaby  House  into  the  new 
Department  in  the  grounds  of  Anlaby  House  The  more 
spacious  accommodation  and  improved  storage  facilities 
were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  was  no  major  change  in  the  type  of  water 
supply  to  householders  in  the  area.  Mains  water  is 
provided  at  all  but  a few  of  the  houses  by  the  Hull 
Corporation.  Between  50  and  100  houses  snare  mains 
stand  pipes  and  22  occupiers  have  their  own  bores  or 
wells.  This  latter  figure  is  2 less  than  1968. 

The  mains  water  has  been  adequate  and  wholesome. 

9 samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
during  the  year  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

As  usual  the  private  supplies  were  tested  on  behalf 
of  the  owners.  30  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Laboratory.  This  year  every  sample  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.

128  samoles  of  products  in  every  day  use  were  purchased 
informally  and  submitted  for  analysis.  Of  this  total  5 
(3.9%)  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Tie  unsatisfactory  products  consisted  of  2 samples 
of  milk,  1 of  bacon  1 of  cream  and  1 of  fruit  juice. 

Follow  up  samples  at  one  of  the  dairy  farms  proved 
to  be  quite  satisf actory  as  was  the  dairy  equipment.  In 
this  case  the  farmer  was  warned.  As  the  producer  of  the 
other  milk  farmed  outside  the  district,  the  authority 
concerned  was  asked  to  investigate  this  sample  failure. 

Tie  bacon  was  submitted  to  the  analyst  following 
the  accidental  damage  to  a load  coming  into  the  district 
It  was  found  to  be  chemically  contaminated. 

Tie  cream  was  reported  on  as  failing  the  standard 
for  double  cream”  Investigation  showed  that  it  had  not 
been  sold  as  such  and  therefore  that  no  offence  had 
occurred.

Hie  unsatisfactory  samples  of  corned  beef  and  beef 
sausage  were  affected  by  organisms,  which,  given 
unfavourable  circumstances  could  have  caused  food 
poisoning.  The  chicken  reported  as  unsatisfactory  was 
also  affected  by  a pathogenic  organism.  This  specimen 
was  not  sent  in  from  retail  premises  for  examination  but 
was  taken  to  the  laboratory  during  an  investigation  into 
a suspect  food  poisoning  in  the  home. 
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The  results  of  the  ice  cream  sampling  during  the 
year  were  disappointing,  particularly  because  no  reason 
could  be  found  for  the  low  gradings  reported  by  the 
laboratory  on  samples  from  all  the  national  firms.  ihe 
matter  was  discussed  with  the  firms  concerned  who 
co  operated  fully  to  find  any  possible  reason  for  these 
unusual  figures.  No  faults  in  retail  storage  methods  or 
stock  rotation  were  found  which  could  have  contributed 
to  the  report  failures.

The  following  are  the  conclusions  reached  in  the 
published  report. 
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(1)  Hie  high  incidence  of  salmonellae  infection  in  this 
series  of  broilers  which  we  have  reason  to  believe  came 
from  diverse  packing  stations  throughout  the  country, 
proves  that  there  is  a significant  and  wide  spread  public 
health  risk. 

(2)  If  giblets  are  to  be  packed  within  broilers  it  would 
be  a safeguard  against  surface  contamination  i f they  were 
vTapped  and  sealed  in  impervious  material. 

(3)  Until  such  time  as  infection  with  salmonellae  has 
been  overcome  by  the  poultry  industry,  the  public  should 
be  made  aware  of  the  risk  of  bacterial  contamination  of 
kitchen  working  surfaces  and  implements. 

(4)  Likewise,  the  public  should  be  warned  that  giblets 
should  not  be  fed  uncooked  to  pet  animals  but  should  be 
sterili zed  by  boiling  for  an  hour,  if  animal  to  man  cross 
infection  is  not  to  occur. 

(5)  The  term  oven  ready”  can  be  misleading.  Packers 
should  be  required  to  display  on  each  bird  clear  and 
specific  thawing  recommendations  prior  to  cocking,  to 
ensure  that  adequate  heat  penetration  of  the  flesh  takes 
place  in  the  oven. 

(iii)  Unsound  Food. 

Complaints  from  residents  concerning  the  unsatisfactory 
state  of  foodstuffs  purchased  by  them  gave  rise  to  six 
special  reports  to  the  Council.  Five  related  to  the 
finding  of  “ foreign  bodies”  and  one  to  the  finding  of 
mould.

Hie  re  was  a.  large  quantity  of  bacon  condemned  on 
request  in  1969  This  unusually  large  amount  was  the 
result  of  accidental  damage.  In  one  case  more  than  3% 
tons  was  made  unfit  after  contamination  by  fuel  oil, 
dirt,  etc,  foil  owl ng  an  ac c i den  1 in vo  1 vi  ng  th e t r an spo r ti  n g 
vehicle;  another  % ton  was  damaged  after  the  spilling 
of  a chemical  and  the  third  loss  was  caused  through 
decomposition  again  following  a road  accident, 

(c)  MILK  PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION, 

A further  dairy  farmer  gave  up  milk  production  during 
the  year.  In  addition  the  farmer  concerned  had  retailed 
his  own  supply,  so  that  there  is  new  1 producer/ retailer 
only  left  in  Hal temp rice, 

Tne  supply  of  this  producer  was  sampled  four  times 
in  the  year  as  a control  on  the  possibility  of  the  spread 
of  the  Brucella  abortus  organism  in  the  untreated  milk. 
All  four  samples  proved  negative 

Ten  bottles  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  pa  the  legist 
for  examination.  Each  bottle  satisfied  the  statutory 
test  for  pasteurised  and  sterilized  milk. 

( d)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  - 

Hie  four  private  slaughterhouses  were  used  again 
during  the  year  by  the  same  occupiers.  One  of  the  four 
made  an  application  to  increase  the  amount  of  lair  age. 
As  this  increase  was  mere  than  10%  of  the  total  floor 
area  of  the  premises,  the  permission  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  required  to  issue 
the  new'  licence.  This  permission  was  granted. 

Ihe  total  throughput  at  the  four  premises  increased 
once  again  but  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  100% 
inspection  was  still  carried  out 

All  the  premises  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition  and  the  relationship  between  the  occupiers  and 
our  inspectors  remained  good.

The  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969  give  owners 
of  houses  with  controlled  tenancies  the  opportunity  of 
applying  to  the  local  Authority  for  those  tenancies  to 
be  turned  into  regulated  tenancies  and  to  the  Bent  Officer 
for  a fair  rent  to  be  set  fcr  these  houses  Where  a 
rouse  is  in  a good  state  of  repair  and  is  already  provided 
with  the  standard  amenities  the  issue  of  a qualification 
certificate  would  be  automatic.

The  administration  of  this  Act  brought  no  real 
problems  in  1969.  A few  minor  contraventions  were 
noted  during  the  inspections.  These  faults  were  dealt 
with  promptly  by  the  occupiers  of  the  premises. 

Once  again  it  is  possible  to  report  that  no  fatal 
or  serious  accident  was  notified-  The  six  incidents 
which  did  occur  were  investigated  but  none  required  an 
official  report  to  the  Ministry.  In  one  case  it  was 
thought  proper  to  give  the  oc  cupier  a written  reminder 
of  his  duties  relating  to  the  prevention  of  accidents  to 
persons  using  machinery.  Two  of  the  accidents  involved 
workers  being  struck  by  falling  objects,  two  fell  and 
two  received  cuts.

Hie  rodent  operative,  Mr.  Sleight,  was  fully  engaged 
during  the  year  treating  the  Council  s own  properties, 
as  well  as  dealing  wi  th  rats  reported  on  private  premises 
and  with  requests  for  help  on  business  premises. 

Continuing  treatments  at  the  Council  s controlled 
refuse  tip  at  Tranby  Lane,  Anlaby,  formed  the  major  part 
af  our  own  work.  During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary 
to  carry  out  several  treatments  with  acute  poison  to 
ensure  that  there  was  no  serious  increase  in  the  rat 
oopulation.  The  satisfactory  results  of  these  treatments 
can  be  seen  in  the  following  table  in  the  increased 
number  of  dead  bodies  picked  up. 

Test  baits  were  placed  in  the  sewers  as  is  usual 
each  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  who  is  responsible  for 
this  service  in  Haltemprice,  has  supplied  the  following 
information:  - 

This  vital  service  to  the  public  is  continuing 
to  remain  at  a satisfactory  level. 

Collection  vehicles  with  built  in  mechanical  refuse 
compactors  are  replacing  the  older  type.  By  this  method 
a vehicle  can  carry  approximately  2-3  times  more  than  an 
older  type  of  similar  size,  thus  reducing  the  number  of 
unloading  trips.  Bulk  refuse  containers  are  replacing 
domestic  dustbins  in  buildings  which  produce  a considerable 
volume  of  waste  such  as  - schools,  Student  Halls  of 
Residence,  etc.  This  reduces  loading  time  and  increases 
efficiency. 

The  untreated  refuse  is  still  being  disposed  of  at 
the  Council  s controlled  tip  in  Tranby  Lane,  Anlaby. 
Under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  of  1967,  the  authority 
have  given  the  public  access  to  the  tip  for  disposal  of 
waste  other  than  industrial  waste,  Tranby  Lane  tip  has 
now  been  open  daily,  except  Sundays,  for  over  a year 
for  this  purpose  and  although  this  facility  is  abused  in 
minor  ways,  it  is  serving  an  excellent  purpose  and  is 
Tiuch  appreciated  by  the  residents  of  Haltemprice,

nain  internal  system, i s now  completed.  It  is  anticipated 
that  an  early  start  will  be  made  on  further  sections 
lamely  ~ from  Davis'  Corner  to  the  Anlaby  By  Pass  and  in 
Vest  Ella  Road  from  School  Lane  to  Davis  Corner  joining 
these  sections. 

Other  surcharged  drainage  areas  - namely  - Beverley 
Road  at  Redland  Drive,  the  western  section  of  Carr  Lane 
and  South  wood  Road.  Cottingham  at  Winston  Drive,  are 
included  in  the  current  years  programme.  These  schemes 
which  to  the  public  may  appear  to  be  minor  and  un  noticed, 
will  cost  in  the  region  of  £155,000. 

In  keeping  with  the  Council’s  policy  of  piping  open 
drains  adjoining  highways,  parts  of  watercourse  in  First 
Lane,  Hessle,  Manor  Rouse  Estate,  Epple worth  Re  ad  and 
Marl  and  Way  have  been  piped  and  filled  in.  Further 
piping  in  Southwood  Road  forming  part  of  the  Southwood 
Road  Improvement,  Castle  Road,  West  Ella  Road  and  School 
Lane  will  be  carried  cut  in  the  near  future.
